spoken. Secretary of State Hughes shook this 
nation's gratitude and said that their apprecia- 
tion of the proposals as a basis on which to pro- 
ceed \\as agreeable to the United States. Then 
the conference adjourned at the call of the chair- 
man. 


Suggest Modifications 


While accepting the American program "in 


spirit and principle," both Great Britain and 
Japan made certain reservations and suggested 
modifications of the program as originally pro- 


by Secretary Hughes. 
•. Balfour spoke feelingly about the neces- 


sity of curbing the construction of submarines 
beyond the point suggested in the Hughes pro- 
gram. He proposed the advisability of absolute 
ly prohibiting the construction of giant cruiser 
submarines, which he said had demonstrated be- 
yond all possibility of a doubt that they were not 
defensive weapons.'' 


After the tall Balfour had finished his some* 


what lengthy speech, portraying the difficulties 
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"Japan deeply appreciates the sincerity of 


purpose evidenced in the plan of the American 
government for the limitation of armaments," he 
said. 


"She is satisfied that the proposed plan will 


materially relieve the nations of wasteful expen- 
ditures, and canuot fail to make for the peace of 
the world. 


"She canuot remain unmoved by the 


aims which have actuated the Araerican project*. 
Gladly accepting, therefore, the proposal 
principle, Japan is ready to proceed with 
urination to a sweeping reduction in her nai 
armament.
